In a British crown colony, the people 
have no voice in their own government— 


the crown, that is, the ministry, governs. 
It has sole control of the colony’s legis- 
lative affairs—makes the laws and exe- 


cutes them. 

It is this form of iron rule which Cecil 
Rhodes regards as a necessary prepara- 
tory school for the future federation of 
South Africa. 

As Cecil Rhodes had much to do with 
the beginning of the war, it is fair to sup- 
pose that his opinion touching its settle- 
ment-will be as potent. 


Lord Roberts made a quaint speech to 
the Guards at Bloemfontein to-day, when, 
in his first congratulatory words, he ex- 
pressed pride in their splendid march of 
38 miles in 28 hours, and gave ample as- 
surance of his ultimate design. 

“Through a small mistake,” said Lord 
Roberts, “I have not been able to march 
into Bloemfontein at the head of the 
brigade, as | intended. 
however, that I will lead you into Pre- 


I promise you, 


toria.” 

Gen. Roberts reports that he found 
seven British officers and 43 men wound- 
ed in the hospital at Bloemfontein, and 
that they had been well cared for. He 


adds: 

“TI rejoiced the wounded Boers by tell- 
ing them they will be allowed to proceed 
to their homes instead. of being made 
prisoners, aS soon as they can leave the 
hospital.”

CHICAGO, March 16.—The servants of the 
household of Mrs. Emmons Blaine, 344 Erie 
otreet, are now working under union rules. 
Eight hours constitute a day’s work. The 
Neighbors of Mrs. Blaine, it is said, are 
regarding the plan with much trepidation. 
It is thought that what with the scarcity 
‘of good servants the eight-hour system of- 
fers new poss'bilities for trouble. 

The idea is said to have been suggested 
to Mrs. Blaine by Prof. Patrick Geddes of 
Bdinburgh, who lectured in Chicago a couple 
of weeks ago. The. scientist offered the 


proposition that there was a chance for the 


betterment of the conditton of household 
Servants, and so well did Mrs. Biaine re- 
@ard the suggestion that she decided to 
adopt it in her home. 

Cooks, maids, butlers, laundresses, coach- 
men and grooms have been so classified 
that they labor but eight hours at a 
stretch. The system has necessitated the 
forces being divided Into watches after the 
manner on board ship. Those servants 
whose duties begin at 6 o’clock in the morn- 
ing are relieved at 2 o’clock in the after- 
noon by a force that stays on watch until] 
20 o’clock at night. 

The system was inaugurated about 10 
days ago and ft is said to have proved high- 
ly successful. So pleased is Mrs. Blaine 
with the plan that she has suggested to 
several of her friends that they adopt it. 
Ghe has advanced the argument and the De- 
lief that if other classes of labor are con- 
ceded the right of an eight-hour day house- 


hold servants should be as well treated. 
Society and diub women are interested in 
tht experiment which Mrs. Blaine is mak- 
ing. Mrs. Clinton Locke, who is a famous 
housekeeper and hostess, believes the idea 


may be practical in homes where re.ays of. 


servants can be had, but not in the more

Mrs. Lorin C. Collins says the servant 
problem is so difficult as to require careful 
thought for its adjustment. She ‘has had 
great success on the old plan, and her serv- 
ants seem happy at their work, though she

CHICAGO STILL TALKING ABOUT 
A DEEP WATERWAY. 


HAS APPEALED TO CONGRESS. 


Drainage Board Trustees Use Their 
Personal Influence to Secure 
the Appropriation. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—Representa- 
tives of the Chreago Sanitary Board were 
at the Capitol to-day and presented to the 
Senate and House a memoria! favoring the 
construction by the United States govern- 
ment of a deep waterway from Lake Mich- 
igan via the Chicago sanitary and ship 
canal and the Des Plaines and Illinois 


Rivers to the Mississippi River. Former 
Representative McGann of Chicago, who is 
in the party, says the memoriai wiil be 
followed by a bill or resolution for a survey 
and estimate on the preject. The memoria! 
is handsomely illustrated and shows the 
magnitude of the work already done, the 
total cost of construction, including interest 
eqoount, aggregating $34,000,000 up to Jan. 
ast. 

The memorial reviews the history of the 
Canali, its construction, measurements and 
cost, and asks Congress to complete tne 
work begun by the Chicago sanitary 4d.s- 
trict by constructing a commerciai water 
way 14 feet deep between Lockport and st. 
Loulg. The estimated cos« of the ijabuor, 
which contemplates the deepening of the 
Illinois River for a*distarce of more than 
300 miles, is $20,000,000. 

The trustees believe that their presence 
at Washington will be more elTective In 
promoting the interests of the deep water 
Way project than by maintaining a perma- 
hent lobby at the capital. Several of the 
Chicago Congressmen have approved this 
course, and the entire Illinois Celiegation 
in Congress will be expected to work for 
the p.an after the memorial has been pre- 
sented.

NINE INCHES IN NEW YORK. 


Snow and Sleet Storm Against Which 
a Great City Is Battling. 

NEW YORK, March 16.—Nine inches of 
snow and sleet cover the streets of New 
York to-day, and 4000 men are battling with 
it in Manhattan. Three thousand more are 
at work in Brooklyn. Traffic has been par- 
tially paralyzed in some sections of the 
city since early morning. During the early 
hours the Brooklyn bridge traffic was prac- 
tically blocked. The sleet on the Third 


rail supplying electric power to the bridge 
was the result. The trolley lines over the 
bridge were not much bet er, and thousands 
of persons were forced to walk across the 
structure in the face of a cutting wind and 
sleet. Surface traffic was, of course, 
everywhere delayed and the Fifth avenue 
elevated road, which uses the third rail 
electric system in Brooklyn, was’ almost 
completely tied up after midnight. In the 
crowded streets downtown, failen horses 
and stalled drays and trucks greatly im- 
peded business, causing many blockades. 
In the outlying districts of the boroughs 
of Manhattan and the Bronk, similar con- 
ditions prevailed. The fall of snow in Jer- 
sey was heavier than in the city. Mail 
trains were delayed by the storm, and the 
mails were several hours behind in their 
delivery. On many of the suburban lines In 
Jersey, the trolley wires broke under the 
weight of their.coating of sleet and ice, 
tying up several lines completely. A number 
of horses were killed by contact with live 
wires. No fatalities from the cold are re- 
ported in the city. The station houses and 
charitable institutions were crowded with 
homeless.

WEATHER TOO COLD TO DAMPEN 
THE CITY’S STREETS. 


MARCH OUST AND WIND. 


Complaint of Citizens Against the 
New-Fangled Devices Used on 
Contractors’ Wagons. 


There was plenty of dust on the streets 
of St. Louls Friday, but there was no 
sprinkling. Street Commissioner Varrel- 
niann says this was because the tempera- 
ture was so low that water which might 
be thrown on the streets would immedi- 
ately be frozen and not accomplish tne 
intended purpose, 

Several sprinkling wagons were brought 
out and tried at Thirteenth and Market 
streets, but after a short trial the commis- 
Sioner decided that sprinkling could not 
be done, 

It was noticeable that all of the wagons 
were equipped with the ‘‘flood-gate’’ sprink- 
ieTs, Which were in use last season. It is 
said that few if any of the contractors 
kuve complied with the specifications by 
taking off the sprinkl.ng Gevices and sub- 
Stituting the old-fashioned perforated pipes. 
It is turther said that there is a ciearly 
defined intemtion on their part to hold on 
to the patent devices, on one pretext or 
another. 

The specifications were adopted by the 
Board of Pubiic Improvements several 
months ago. The contractS were awarded 
some weeks ago. All the contractors 
knew what kina of sprinklers they wert 
expectec to have. But none of them took 
Steps to have the changes made. Their 
excuse now is that they did not want to 
incur the expense until after their con- 
tracts had been confirmed by the Council.

He 
sprung a bombshell when called upon to 
testify. 

It was true, he said, that he had a dog, 
but the animal was 10 years old and had no 
teeth.

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CHRONOLOGY OF THE FUTURE, 


The secret of biblical chronology has been discovered by Mr. 
Butler Jack, who tells about it in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Even more important than the dates of the exodus and the 
destruction of Jericho are the dates of coming events, and Mr. 
Butler Jack is equally well informed in that respect.

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GRANDJURIES AND PROSECUTING OFFICERS, 


Recorder Goff rules in New York that the grandjury may 
exclude anybody, even the district attorney, from the room 
during the inquiry. The district attorney is present to give 
information. ‘his done, his functions cease and he may be 
compelled to retire. 

The ruling is of especial interest in St. Louis. Grand- 
juries have been hampered by prosecuting officers, and the 
charge is openly made that they are “fixed” and manipu- 
lated in the interest of offenders with a pull. 

If the charges are true the: grandjury is itself at fault. 
Its power is absolute under the direction of the court. If 
there is any reason to believe that the prosecuting attorneys 
are not doing their duty or that inquiry is being stified, 
through any official connivance, the grandjury has the 
power to take the case from the attorney and proceed ac- 
cording to its own will, subject only to the instruction of the 
‘court. 

The hint frum New York should be sufficient. Future 
grandjuries, acting on the line suggested, may be of the 
highest usefuiness. 
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The ruling of the Supreme Court in the elevator case is of 
special interest to the owners of buildings. Briefly the court 
declares that elevators are common carriers, and as such 
must exercise “the highest degree of care.”’ They cannot es- 
cape liability for accident by pleading and proving ‘ordinary 
care.”’ The full responsibility of common carriers is saddled 
upon them. Tne decision finally settles a much disputed 
point and sets at rest all doubts. 
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GETTING UNEASY, 


The correspondence between Presidents Kruger and Steyn 
and Lord Salisbury makes the issue in South Africa so plain 
that the English people cannot help understanding. 

Naturally the British authorities are irritated. ‘‘They are 
unable to openly resent it,” reads the London cable to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Of course not. The truth cannot be resented with good 
grace. The Manchester Guardian does not mince matters. 
“It is now a viain fight of the two republics for the main- 
tainance of their freedom, which our country is trying to de- 
stroy,” says the Guardian. 

There is uneasiness in London, reflected in press utter- 
ances regarding federation. This used to be a dream. But 
the colonies are asking why they are asked to furnish con- 
tingents to help out the mother country. And federation has 
become a pressing necessity. ‘‘The sooner the ideal of federa- 
tion is reached the better,’’ says the Daily Graphic. 

The war has done good because it has opened men’s eyes 
all over the world to what is going on. Predatory commer- 
clalism controls cabinets. This fact alone is enough to make 
free people uneasy. 


A ten-year-vld boy received severe injuries and narrowly 
escaped death on Minnesota avenue by coming in contact 
with a wire which was broken during the blizzard and left 
hanging, a menace to all passers-by. Why was not the line 
repaired? This question obtains augmented force from the 
fact that the accident occurred in the near neighborhood of 
a school where hundreds of children were exposed for days 
to a horrible death. Such gross negligence is utterly without 
excuse.

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NO FEAR OF PLAGUE. 


Dr. Starkloff Says a Moderate 
Improvement in Sanitation 
Limits The Disease. 
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DR. MAX C. STARKLOFF. 

The bubonic plague is an acute infectious 
febrile disease accompanied with inflamma- 
tion of the lymphatic glands, Fuliy 80 
per cent affected with the disease die; it is 
therefore of extraordinary virulence. 

The careful clinical and _ pathological 
studies made by Aoyama and numerous 
other investigators, have demonstrated that 
the disease is not markedly contagious, 
not nearly so much so es scarlet iever or 
smallpox. The cause of the disease—the 
pest bacillus can enter the body by the 
lungs, the stomach or through wounds of 
the skin. It aprears to be infec ious by 
means of infectious dust, and contagious. by 
prvionged and intimate contact with the 

acaie saint a Th o ue or pest bactil- 
plague strickea. The pague or pest 
lus is a short rod which does not form 
spores and grows best at warm tempera- 
tures. It is killed by direct sunlight In 
three to four hours; boiling destroys it in 
five minutes, while wesk germicides, such 
as 1 per cent carbolic acid, kill it in a 
shert while; strong disinfectants, very 
quickly. 

There is a definite area in Asia known as 
the “Plazue Belt,’ which is, fortunate y, 
a somewhat limited one. From Mesopota- 
mia the disease svureads northward to the 
Caspian Sea, westward to the Red Sea, 
southward as far as Central India, and 
eastward as far as the China Sea; from 
here it slowly conveyed by infection. 
Koch recently discovered the disease in 
K-sibi, near Ungada, in Africa. It hie ap- 
peared very recently in Oporto, in Pcrt- 
ugal, at Honolulu, and is now said to pe 
Knocking at our western seacoast. 

The p.ague is no respecter of persons, 
attacking the rich and poor, old and young, 
though it appears always where the hy- 
gienic conditions are bad; hence the poorer 
Classes in the great cities are the —— 
sufferers. Heat and conspicuous filth fa- 
vor the disease. 

A very moderate improvement in sanitary 
conditions limits, or totally eradicates, the 
disease. While it is true that there are 
areas in all the great cities of the United 
States in unsanitary condition, I do not 
in the least fear that the disease will in- 
vade this country. It may appear in iso- 
lated places ulong the seacoasts, brought 
to us by infected sea-going vessels, but 
our enlightened marine nied local health 
officers, our rigid quarantine laws and our 
splendid disinfection methods will promptly 
stamp it vut, Never.neless, I bel eve that 
to be forewarned is to be forearmed, and 
to that end. some time ago instructed our 
city bacteriologist, Dr. Amand Ravold. to 
carefully study the pest bacillus so as to 
be alole quickK’y to identify it in case the 
disease should sudden'y appear among us; 
and further, upon the slightest evidence 
of a certain invasion of this country by 
the plague shall send our health officers 
to meet and study it.

There is a difference between the man- 
ner of love making in America and in Ja- 
pan. 

In this country men and women love each 
other; it is a free custom. 

In my country—Japan—no girl fs ever al- 
lowed to declare her love ag frankly as it 
ie done in the Western countries. On ac- 
count of this custom Japanese women hide 
their love and become lovesick. 

Ofter they will die of lovesickness rather 
than confess their love. 

This must seem very curious for Ameri- 
cans to hear, but the difference comes from 
this fact, that whereas in your country in- 
tercourse between men and women is al- 
lowed entire freedom, in our country it 
is not so. 

In America men and women are on such 
an equal footing that there is hardly any 
more difference than in the intercourse be- 
tween man and man. 

In Japan there are many strictly estab- 
lished maxims governing the conduct of 
men and women to each other, one of which 
forbids a man or woman to sit in each oth- 
er’s presence. 

After a girl and a boy are 7 years old they 
must observe this ceremony rigidly. 

Thus it is that men and women in Japan 
have no freedom in their relations. 

This marked difference in the relation- 
ship of men and women in your count#y 
and te mine makes more ailent tragedy ana 
a serious people.

life, even in the face of great disaster. 

Sometimes it happens that she saves her 
husband's life at the sacrifice of her own. 

Why is this? 

It is because of the fixed moral law 
Japan which forbids a chaste woman 
look upon two husbands. 

Japanese girls have their heads and their 

hearts full of these morai laws and that /s 
peice 4 they are so loyal to their husbands 
and lovers. 
Takao, a famous and beautiful geisha 
girl of Tokio, was killed by Cendaika, one 
of the richest feudal lords in Japan, for 
jealousy. 

Imamurasaki, also a beautiful geisha girl, 
rejected a proposal of marriage from the 
wealth.est officer of highest rank in Japan, 
and marr’ed the man she loved, an officer 
of the lowest rank in Japan.

MR, GAHAN ON ISSUES 


PASSAGE OF GOLD BILL, HE SAYS, 
KILLS SILVER QUESTION. 


IMPERIALISM THE _ ISSUE. 


National Democratic Committeeman 
From Illinois Talks of the Com- 


ing Campaign. 


Thomas Gahan, Democratic National 
Committeeman for Illinois, arrived in St. 
Louis Friday morning en route to San An- 
tonio, Tex. He registered at the Planters’ 
and spent the day in the city. During the 
morning he called upon former Gov. W. J. 
Stone, national committeeman for Mis- 
sourl. 

Mr. Gahan said politics had nothing to 
do with his trip, and that his call upon 
Gov. Stone was purely social. Asked about 
the chances of Democratic success in the 
coming national campaign, he sa!d: 

“I think they are excellent. The passage 
of the currency bil] fixing the golé standard 
kills the silver question as an issue in this 


campaign. With the silver question out of 
the way the Democratic party will regain 
ali it lost in 1896 on account of that issue. 
We will gain a great many votes, too, be- 
cause of the imperialistic policy of Prési- 
dent McKinley. There is a general shift- 
ing around on this new issue, and many 
Republicans are opposed to it. Imperial- 
ism will be the most important issue in the 
coming campaign—the only issue, I might 
say. Trusts will come in for some d'scus- 
sion, but the fact that both parties wiil 
deciare against them will in large measure 
weaken the question as an issue. Of 
course, we understand that the Republican 
declaration against trusts will not be on 
the square, 

“It looks like Harrison w'!ll be the Demo- 
crat.c candidate for Governor of Illinois. 
It is true he has announced that he does 
not want the nomination, but I den’t see 
how he can avoid being the candidate if 
the nomination is handed to him. The 
Republicans of Illinois are having a pretty 
fight for the Governorship nom.nation. I 
don’t anticipate that the Democrats will 
win a Senatorship out of the squabbie be- 
tween Cullom and Tanner. They may get 
a majority tn the House, but they cannot 
win in the Senate, because of the large 
number of hold-over Republican Senators.,”’ 

Mr. Gahan is the man who made such a 
bitter fight on former Gov. John P. Altgeld 
last spring. He w'shed to eliminate the 
Altgeld influence from the National Com- 
mittee, and in large measure he succeeded. 
He is an ally of Mayor Carter Harrison.
